It  was  dur¬ 
ing  his  tenure  as  the  chairman  of  this  committee  that 
the  annual  Shabbaton  and  the  Lunch  ’N’  Study  pro¬ 
gram  were  initiated  and  Secretary  of  State  George 
Shultz  accepted  an  invitation  to  deliver  the  annual 
Sherr  Lecture. 

Mr.  Levine  is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  Wharton  School  of  Finance  and  Commerce 
and  the  New  York  University  School  of  Law,  where 
he  was  Editor  of  the  Law  Review.

.  .  .  What  IF  ...  ? 

The  opening  speeches  of  the  Israeli  election 
compaign  have  pointed  out  the  great  danger  in¬ 
herent  in  the  nearness  of  the  "West  Bank”  to  the 
main  population  centers  of  Israel .  Just  a  few  miles 
separate  the  strategic  high  places  in  Samaria  and 
Judea  from  the  coastal  cities  and  the  Ben  Gurion 
Airport. 

The  situation  in  England  during  World  War  II 
was  not  too  different.  Only  a  few  miles  (less  than 
18  in  some  places)  of  ocean  separated  Nazi  oc¬ 
cupied  Europe  from  the  United  Kingdom,  and, 
although  many  tens  of  thousands  died  during  the 
‘Blitz’,  we  were  a  lot  luckier  than  those  so  near  by. 

My  father,  serving  in  the  Royal  Navy  at  the  time, 
always  says  that  he  was  ‘safe’  as  the  Navy  had 
orders  to  go  to  Canada  should  Britain  be  invad¬ 
ed.  But  what  would  happen  to  those  who  were 
left  behind  worried  him  and  he  pleaded  with  my 
mother  to  leave  with  my  sister  and  me.  Fortunate¬ 
ly,  Winston  Churchill  was  as  stubborn  as  my 
mother,  and  all  was  well  with  us.  Just  a  few  years 
ago,  while  going  around  one  of  the  museums  in 
Auschwitz,  I  noticed  a  list  prepared  by  the  Nazis 
for  the  receiving  of  English  Jews!  Not  too  much 
doubt  what  would  have  happened  if.  .  .  . 

Interestingly,  however,  there  was  another  list 
that  was  found  a  few  years  ago,  and  this  too  was 
prepared  by  the  Gestapo.  It  is  a  Black  List  of  over 
2000  people  in  Britain,  Jews  and  non-Jews,  who 
were  marked  down  to  be  liquidated  when  the 
Nazis  made  what  they  expected  would  be  their 
successful  invasion. 

The  official  list  contained  over  150  Jewish 
names.  Since  it  was  compiled  by  the  Gestapo  in 
1940,  the  number  has  been  steadily  dwindling. 
World  figures  such  as  Sigmund  Freud,  Stefan 
Zweig,  Rabbi  Dr.  Hertz,  Dr.  Chaim  Weizmann, 
Jabotinskv  have  died.  Amongst  the  list  of  sur¬ 
vivors  -  they  should  live  and  be  well!  -  is  my  father! 
Certainly  it  is  an  honor  to  appear  on  such  a  list 
and  I  am  proud  that  he  can  now  take  great  satisfac¬ 
tion  in  the  fact  that  he  took  a  very  active  part  in 
defeating  the  compilers  of  the  infamous  list. 

By  the  way,  during  those  war  years  my  father 
knew  a  certain  Lt.  Col.  Judah  Nadich  of  the 
United  States  Army,  but  that  is  another  story.

Hoshana  Rabba  -  the  great  Hoshana  -  takes 
place  on  the  seventh  day  of  Sukkot,  Sunday, 
October  2. 

On  this  day,  seven  circuits  are  made  around 
the  synagogue  while  carrying  a  lulav and  etrog. 
After  the  final  circling  of  the  synagogue  the 
willows  (aravot)  are  beaten,  thrashed,  against 
the  floor  so  that  the  leaves  fall  off.  This  action 
symbolizes  a  beating  off  or  a  removal  or  our 
sins.  In  this  way  Hoshana  Rabba  is  connected 
to  Yom  Kippur,  for  on  this  day  it  is  believed 
that  the  gates  of  judgment  finally  close. 
Hoshana  Rabba  concludes  this  period  of  the 
liturgical  calendar  known  as  the  "Days  of  Awe”. 

The  service  on  Hoshana  Rabba  begins  at  9 : 15 
a.m.  Come  and  bring  family  and  friends.
